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Editorials... 


The war and war conditions 
have brought about many acute 
problems, among them the 
shortage of paper. In order to regulate this 
shortage, a reduction was made in the amount 
of paper that could be used in a year. During 
1943, because of the fact that we used under 
100 tons of paper to print the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal, we were asked to reduce 
this amount if possible. We took a voluntary 
reduction of eight per cent for the year. Com- 
mencing with January, 1944, we were asked to 
make a reduction of 10 per cent under the 
amount used in 1942. This has been met by 
reductions in the weight of paper. 

We wish to thank our breeders and readers 
for cooperating in the reduction by taking our 
word that only a certain amount of stock could 
be used and restricting that amount for each 
advertiser. Our paper planning has required 
much time and effort, but through the splendid 
services of The National Publisher’s Associa- 
tion, of which we are a member, we have been 
able to plan in advance for each cut. 

At the same time we were in constant touch 
with the paper mills, and the plan has been to 
cut the weight from 60 pounds to 50 pounds, 
and finally to 40, with a base of 35 pounds. 
Also, by trimming the size of the Journal we

were able to save over 10 per cent in weight. 
All of this has been accomplished so that our 
breeders might have a Journal of the usual 
high standard and take care of an increase in 
subscriptions and advertising. 

Some of the breed magazines, as well as the 
farm magazines, have not been able to keep up 
to their standard and have published a copy 
without advertising and combined two issues 
in one. We have been fortunate in our splen- 
did cooperation with the breeders, that neither 
of the above methods were necessary. 

We face this quarter in excellent shape, and 
will be able to care for all advertising with a 
few restrictions. It has been necessary to limit 
each advertiser to only one page unless he 
happens to be consigning to more than one 
sale, when it will be possible to allow a page 
for each sale. Also, it will be impossible to 
use any two-page spreads, but new and oc- 
casional advertisers will be given every con- 
sideration, provided, of course, that no new 
reduction is ordered by the Government. 

Subscriptions have never been frozen, but 
new subscriptions have not been urged. How- 
ever, it will now be possible for a time to 
accept an increased number of new subscribers.

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T the Mississippi Guernsey Breed- 
ets Field Day held at Gayoso 
Farms, Horn Lake, Miss., on 

July 1, the principal speaker was 
Arthur G. Galusha, Coronation Farm, 
Williamstown, Mass. John W. Cole-/ 
bank, manager of Gayoso Farms, intro- 
duced Mr. Galusha in these words: 
“Some 12 years ago I came to Gayoso 
Farms and asked for a job as a milker. 
They could not use me, so I set out to 
work for some of the millionaire 
breeders of the East that I might obtain 
the information and inspiration neces- 
sary to carry on this great work. I was 
given a milking job at Green Meadow 
Farm, Williamstown, Mass. You can 
well imagine my disappointment upon 
arrival there to find instead of the 
much dreamed of millionaire estate, a 
very simple New England farm oper- 
ated by a down to the earth dirt farmer. 
I now consider myself most fortunate 
in that I chose just such a set-up. I 
have grown to appreciate and reap 
the rewards from such an experience. 
I was taken into the confidence of my 
employer and was privileged to sit by 
the fireside many, many nights and 
listen to the stories of how he had de- 
veloped the herd and through grit and 
determination became one of the 
most successful Guernsey breeders of 
all time. This man is here today. He is 
here in somewhat of an embarrassing 
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situation. I have asked him to come 
here and to tell you Guernsey enthusi- 
asts the story he told me years ago. 
He is going into his own personal ex- 
petiences at my request, he does not 
have any Guernseys to sell—I have 
bought them all. Ladies and gentle- 
men, it is with great delight and pleas- 
ure I present Arthur G. Galusha of 
Williamstown, Mass.” 

Mr. Galusha: You can hardly realize 
the pleasure and satisfaction it has 
given me to come here and see this 
wonderful display of cattle. It also 
increases that gratification to find that 
a large percentage of the herd is carry- 
ing the blood of Green Meadow and 
Coronation, purchased from many 
breeders scattered throughout our 
States. 

You must pardon me if I seem too 
personal in my remarks to you this 
morning. I have no other way of re- 
lating to you the problem of breeding 
Guernseys only through my personal 
experience of over 40 years of breeding 
Everyone cannot breed 
cattle successfully. We all have certain 
intuitions and likes which lead us along 
certain lines. 

To be a breeder of good cattle, a 
person must have a liking for that 
work. He must love the foster mother 
of the human race. He must have tre- 
mendous resources of courage and grit. 
He must have a keen eye for observa- 
tion and a clear vision before him at 
all times for the ideal specimen which 
he wishes to develop. 

I am a great believer of line-breed- 
ing, or should I say family breeding, 


striving at all times to eliminate the 
bad defects in certain animals by 
crossing or mating a certain weakness 
in an animal to one that is especially 
strong in that place of defect. It takes 
years to accomplish this, but I believe 
by so doing you will establish a type 
that will carry a uniformity and in- 
dividuality that will be most pro- 
nounced. How many instances have 
we seen new herds being established 
by going out and paying large sums 
for the tops of our sales and then buy- 
ing a bull of different breeding to 
mate them with. Many times the off- 
spring has been disappointing. 

As a matter of encouragement to 
those who are thinking of starting a 
herd or who have started a small herd, 
I would like to show how Coronation 
was started. I recall when I decided to 
buy our first bull in about 1903. I 
began looking over the Journal and 
decided to buy a bull of Masher Sequel 
breeding because he had more tested 
A. R. daughters than any other bull in 
the breed. I bought Masher’s Florestus 
for $150, paying down $50 and giving 
two notes of $50 each for the balance. 
Mr. Scoville was very kind in permit- 
ting me to do it this way as it was the 
only possible way to do it at the time. 
When the bull arrived in the com- 
munity, the neighbors thought I was 
on the way to destruction. 

We had a few sheep which I decided 
to sell and buy some females. I again 
studied the Journal and found an ad- 
vertisement of Robert Gould Shaw 3rd 
of Brookline, Mass., stating he had 
three females to sell. We bought a 
cow, 12 years old, Nectar 3d, and her 
heifer calf, and a heifer, Imp. Butter- 
cup II. of the Gron—paternal sister to 
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Imp. Holden IV., sire of the first 700 
pound two-year-old. 

From the mating of these with the 
Masher bull, we bred one class leader, 
Queenie of Springside, 794.8 in C, 
seventh in her class, which was sold 
for $2,500 to Captain Griffin, of Great 
Hills Farm, shortly after the record was 
completed, and Buttercup’s Viola of 
Springside, with 824.4 lbs. of fat, that 
was sold at the Cluett Sale in 1922 for 
$2,700 to Mr. Cleveland. 

However, I felt that I was not headed 
in the right direction. The May Rose 
strain of cattle were bringing the 
prices that were most talked about 
at that time. Consequently, attending 
the Potter sale, Mr. Cluett and I 
bought Langwater Defender, a three- 
quarter brother of Shuttlewick Levity, 


10 months of age. She was again bred 
to Langwater Steadfast and gave a 
heifer, Green Meadow Coronation 
Princess, the dam of Green Meadow 
Coronation Prince. She was started on 
test and made 60 lbs. of fat for about 
three months when she met with ac- 
cidental death. In the meanwhile, 
Langwater Steadfast was resold to 
Langwater Farm. Consequently, Cor- 
onation Queen of Beaver Ridge was 
bred to Green Meadow Steadfast and 
produced from this mating Green 
Meadow Coronation King. These two 
bulls were both grandsons of Lang- 
water Steadfast, one through the dam 
and the other the sire. Both were used 
extensively in the herd, the daughters 
of one being bred to the other. 

The production has been good and

for $4,000. About this time, Mr. 
Cluett bought Langwater Steadfast for 
$25,000. Mr. Cluett let me use “‘Stead- 
fast’” some. This gave us a wonderful 
set-up for bulls and from then on we 
started a real foundation. 

In 1922, Mr. Cluett and I attended 
the New York State Sale at Menands 
and picked out some heifers to be the 
dams of a herd sire. Among them was 
Coronation Queen of Beaver Ridge, a 
wonderful heifer, also Katonah’s Glori- 
ana and Saugerties Mayflower—three 
heifers that developed into great cows 
and made Guernsey history. All were 
bred to Langwater Steadfast. 

A bull was born to Coronation 
Queen of Beaver Ridge which died at 
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we are continuing to breed with bulls 
of our own breeding, but we have gone 
out and purchased outstanding females 
of type and production. It has been 
said that a sire is more than 50 per cent 
of the herd, which may be all right. 
However, I have found that we must 
have good females. The better the fe- 
males, the better the offspring. 

In the fall of 1925, Mr. Cluett and 
myself made arrangements whereby I 
was to take our herd of about 40 ani- 
mals and join it with the Green Mead- 
ow herd and proceed under a partner- 
ship basis, making a herd of nearly 
100. 

Shortly after going to Green Mead- 
ow, we purchased 40 animals, the 


pick of 100 head from the Oglebay 
herd of West Virginia. These were 
strong in the blood of May Rose 2d 
—many of them being sired by a great 
grandson of May Rose 2d. He was 
also a grandson of May Day, the sire of 
Imp. Itchen Daisy 3d. By the addition 
of this purchase we had a herd of nearly 
150. 

One year after we bought this herd, 
we found we had a T. B. spreader. On 
the first test, we lost four head and on 
the second test in 60 days we lost 
every cow in the milking barn but one. 
We lost nearly 60 animals in all. This 
is one of the jolts that sort of stuns 
you but you just can’t stop. 

At this point, Mr. Cluett decided he 
would withdraw from the cattle busi- 
ness, but I couldn’t stop for all I had 
was in these cattle and the only thing 
I could do was to pick up what was 
left and start over. Both our bulls 
were clean. So accordingly we pur- 
chased Mr. Cluett’s interest in the 
herd. It took us some time to get go- 
ing as many of our animals were 
young. 

In 1932 and 1933 we took out a 
show herd—attending the State Fairs 
in Illinois, New York, Brockton and 
the Eastern States Exposition. We 
didn’t do too badly for beginners. I 
think it advisable to show your cattle 
to the public as in that way many 
breeders became interested. 

We began testing for A. R. work. 
We started making good records and 
the first daughter of Green Meadow 
Coronation King, Green Meadow 
Lustre, made a record of 13107.1 lbs. 
of milk and 733.4 lbs. of fat in G and 
16371.8 lbs. of milk and 978.3 Ibs. of 
fat, the world’s record in class D. 

I would like to call your attention 
as to how this cow was bred. The.dam 
of ‘‘Lustre,’” Green Meadow Glorious, 
was maternal sister to the grandsire of 
“Lustre.” I believe Green Meadow 
Lustre still heads the list in class for 
production. The other world’s record 
daughter of ‘‘King,’’ Green Meadow 
Melba, made a record of 15342.9 lbs. 
of milk and 963.9 lbs. of fat in classes 
FF and F. 

The first two daughters of ‘‘Prince’’ 
to finish records were Green Meadow 
Florinda with 650.5 Ibs. of fat in G and 
Green Meadow Heroine with 712.6

dairy horizons: of ‘tomorrow? 

As ‘an answer, some wishful think- 
ing in the dairy industry forecasts 
vastly expanded European markets for. 
many years to come. No one can pre- | 
sume to have a positive answer on | 
that ‘point. Even could we know just) 


what the dairy herd of Europe is today, 
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the route or routes the invasion will 
take, the time required and the in- 
tensity of the fighting will all have a 
great bearing on what that herd will 
be when the war ends. 

The limited information available 
seems to indicate to date that the 
dairy herd of Europe has not de- 
clined as much as other live stock. 
Dr. Karl Brandt, head of the Research 
Foundation of Leland Stanford Uni- 
versity, estimates the cow population 
is now on the increase in many sec- 
tions of Europe. Dr. Brandt estimates 
that while hog and poultry populations 
have been severely cut, the productive 
dairy herd of Europe is probably not as 
drastically reduced as supposed by 
many. Due to his close connections 
with agricultural economists in the 
continent of Europe and particularly 
in Sweden and Switzerland, Dr. Brandt 
is credited with being one of the best 
informed men on European agriculture 
today. 

The explanation probably is that 
Europeans have killed largely the 
grain consuming animals. Since cows 
are not necessarily competitors with 
humans for grains but can be main- 
tained on a subsistence ration of 
roughages they have apparently been 
spared ‘til the last. If these observa- 
tions are correct, then it seems likely 
that Europe will come back to normal 
dairy production with reasonable ra- 
pidity once trade relations are open 
and their normal supply of 100 million 
tons of grains a year becomes avail- 
able. Such would speed the day when 
the dairy industry of America must 
look to'the home market as practically 
the sole outlet for its products. 

Coming to the consumer, to whom 
we must look as the ultimate buyer for 
all of our dairy food products, even 
the most casual observer will note a 
receptive mind for nutrition informa- 
tion. Numerous factors have contrib- 
uted to this situation including (1) 
military draftee rejections, (2) nutrition 
education in factories and war plants 
to overcome fatigue periods, accidents 
and absenteeism and (3) the national 
nutrition program which is patterned 
largely upon the one which the dairy 
industry founded in 1918. 

Every branch of the food industry is 
aware of this situation. Alert merchan- 
disers know that food habits are chang- 
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ing and all are busy trying to either 
profit by those changes or to avoid 
any long time losses from them. 

In this connection the educational 
and professional groups are confronted 
with difficult problems. Teachers have 
children in their schoolrooms from 
homes where both parents are working 
and where there is less chance to pro- 
tect the child’s nutritional habits than 
before. In factories and war plants 
individual nutrition specialists are 
charged with the responsibility of 
building and guiding nutritional habits 
which will make for maximum effici- 
ency of workers. Doctors, dentists, 
dietitians, home economists, nurses 
and public health officials are con- 
fronted with the same problems. 

All of us appreciate the merits of the 
slogan: ‘‘Make friends before you 
need them.” These groups, charged 
with the responsibility of the educa- 
tion and the health of the nation, need 
friends and need assistance. Hundreds 
of thousands of them are finding at 
least some of that help in Dairy Coun- 
cil materials and the aid of the nutri- 
tion specialists of the Dairy Council 
units. 

A survey among 2,600 teachers re- 
cently publicized in PRINTER’S INK 
emphasizes these points. Among this 
group 93.5 per cent wanted other teach- 
ing materials in addition to text books. 
Only half of them, however, found 
other such materials suitable. Such 
comments as ‘“Too much sales promo- 
tion’; “Not geared to existing school 
programs’’; ‘‘Not technically correct’’; 
‘Too much use of trade names’’ were 
prevalent. All of this points definitely 
to two conclusions. First, practically 
all teachers want additional teaching 
helps, but for the most part, industry 
has not been smart enough to provide 
them with the type of helps they need. 

On the question of the type of sub- 
jects where they especially need assist- 
ance, 76% per cent of them asked 
for food and nutrition material. This 
was far ahead of any other classification. 

The National Dairy Council pro- 
gtam is geared into just this kind of 
an outline. A committee of nationally 
known educators meets at least four 
times a year with representatives of the 
National Dairy Council and of local 
Dairy Council units to advise with 
them as to just what type of education- 


al materials are most acceptable to 
schools and professional groups. This 
Advisory Committee includes an out- 
standing leader in the primary educa- 
tional field, another in the intermediate 
and a third in the adult educational 
field. 

There are plenty of evidences of the 
value of nutrition education work 
throughout the nation. The recent 
New York Times survey mentioned 
earlier in this paper indicated that next 
to rationing, nutrition education is of 
the greatest importance in determining 
food habits. In the national picture 
the fighters’ ration today indicates 
definitely that there have been some 
drastic changes in thinking during the 
past 25 years. In the first World War, 
11 ounces of milk a day were required 
to make all of the dairy products in- 
cluded in the garrison ration. In this 
World War 37 ounces of milk per day 
are required to make the dairy products 
in the garrison ration of one soldier. 

Coming out to the local areas we 
find an even more impressive picture. 
In 1941 the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics reported that four per cent 
more milk was sold in cities and vil- 
lages than in 1940. A survey made by 
the National Dairy Council and includ- 
ing areas containing about 69 per cent 
of the entire population of the United 
States in cities of over 100,000 showed 
6.2 per cent increase in cities having 
Dairy Council programs and a 1.5 per 
cent increase where there was no Dairy 
Council. 

The following year, 1942, the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics indicated 
that compared with 1941 there was an 
increase of eight per cent in the amount 
of milk sold in cities and villages. 
Using the same procedure as in the 
previous year, it was found that sales 
in cities maintaining active Dairy 
Council units increased 10.9 per cent 
and only 5.3 per cent in Cities not 
doing so. In 1943 cities with local 
Dairy Council programs showed an in- 
crease of 18.2 per cent in fluid milk 
sales, while those without such a pro- 
gram increased their fluid milk sales 
10.1 per cent over 1942. With the in- 
auguration of the FDO orders, sales 
restrictions were imposed in different 
areas during the latter part of 1943 so 
that this trend was somewhat checked.

Ontario, Canada, Guernsey breeders 
meeting on January 20 and we were 
hospitably received by the Canadian 
breeders.

I suggested an outstanding cow by 
Foremost Faithful Harvester (Fore- 
most Faithful Supreme-Foremost’s 
Anita) out of a Langwater Shamrock 
(Langwater Merrymaker -Langwater 
Colleen) for The Guernsey Sale, but 
did not get her. Dr. Everett had 
recently had a fire and the cattle were 
just moved into new quarters. The 
Shamrocks have especially nice udderts. 

Next stop was at Floyd Chisholm’s 
who is using a son of Foremost Royal 
Valor out of Supreme’s Generous. 
Foremost has placed many good sires 
in this country. 

The next stop after lunch in Bramp- 
ton was J. Creed’s Doneddy Farm at 
Pargrove. We selected Green Acres 
Bickwick’s Floss for The Guernsey 
Sale and admired the whole herd. Mr. 
Creed is using a son of Caumsett 
Ocean Berma that sold to Douglaston 
Manor Farm for $8,900, and Caumsett 
Thunder by Caumsett Dynamo out of 
Caumsett Country Gemina with a 
record of 13058.4 lbs. of milk and 
647.0 Ibs. of fat in GG. 

After a most pleasant visit we 
stopped at Jack Welshman’s. He is 
using a bull by Supreme’s General out 
of Brooknill Shirley, 15011 lbs. of milk 
and 769 Ibs. of fat at four years. This 
cow is now at Foremost and an Alan 
Be bull, by Foremost Faithful Harvester 
out of a Langwater Shamrock dam 
with 675 lbs. 


Next stop was at Kingsholm, owned 
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by George King. who is using a son of 
Charlescote Parson out of Argilla Fair 
Palotterie 2d. Then to J. Y. Mur- 
dock’s Valley Crest Farm.

Pure Bred Beef and Dairy Cattle

| RE pure bred beef and dairy cattle 


prices influenced largely by prices 

of the ultimate products of beef 
and dairy herds? Or are they influenced 
to a greater extent by the level of farm 
income or by other factors? These are 
some of the questions with which this 
atticle is concerned. 

Pure bred dairy cattle prices followed 
quite closely wholesale prices of 92 
score butter at New York from 1916- 
22, and again from 1929-42 (Figure 1). 
But butter prices were much higher 
than pure bred dairy cattle prices from 
1923-28. This was probably due to the 
reaction of breeders to the preceding 
price decline. The divergence in 1943 
probably was due to increased interest 
in pure bred animals as a result of 
wartime farm prosperity. It appears 
that pure bred dairy cattle prices and 
butter prices are not dependent upon 
each other, but are both affected by 
the same set of conditions. 

Prices of pure bred dairy cattle were 
even less closely associated with prices 
received by farmers of the United 
States for milk cows (Figure 2) than 
with prices received for butter. On the 
other hand, prices received by farmers 
for milk cows were closely associated 
with prices received by farmers for 
beef cattle per 100 pounds. These 
relationships suggest that farm milk 
cow prices are determined largely by 
the value of the cows if sold for 
slaughter, while pure bred dairy cattle 
prices are determined largely by other 
factors. 

For the period 1916-42, pure bred 
dairy cattle prices followed wholesale 
prices of all commodities somewhat 
more closely than prices of butter or 
of farm milk cows (Figure 3). But pure

ored dairy cattle prices were somewhat 
higher than wholesale prices of all 
commodities prior to World War I. 
and much higher in 1943. The diverg- 
ence in 1911-15 was due largely to the 
fact that pure bred dairy cattle prices 
as well as prices of many other agricul- 
tural products were higher relative to 
many important industrial items in- 
cluded in the all-commodity wholesale 
price index during this period than 
during most of the 1920’s and 1930's. 
The divergence in 1943 may be ex- 
plained by the fact that price controls 
on many important items prevented a 
sharp rise in the all-commodity whole- 
sale price level, while pure bred dairy 
cattle prices were not subject to direct 
price controls. 

The movements of prices of pure 
bred dairy cattle and of farm real 
estate were quite similar from 1912-20 
and from 1933-43 (Figure 3). But 
farm land prices were considerably 
higher than pure bred dairy cattle from 


1921-32, and considerably lower in 
1943. Whereas the cattle boom was 
liquidated rather promptly, farm land 
ptices did not fall to the pre-war level 
for more than a decade. The diverg- 
ence in 1943 was not as great as indi- 
cated in Figure 3 for the reason that 
the pure bred dairy cattle price was 
based upon average prices for the full 
year, while the farm real estate price 
was based upon prices as reported by 
the Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
on March 1, 1943, and land prices ad- 
vanced one per cent or more per month 
during 1943. 

Several significant relationships will 
be observed in prices of pure bred 
dairy cattle and net farm income 
(Figure 4). First, net farm income 
fluctuated more violently than pure 
bred dairy cattle prices. Second, net 
farm income has gained relative to 
prices of pure bred dairy cattle since 
1910-14. It was previously stated that 
pure bred dairy cattle prices were 
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relatively higher than wholesale prices 
of all commodities prior to World 
War I. It now appears that pure bred 
dairy cattle prices at that time were 
high relative to prices of other import- 
ant farm products as reflected in net 
farm income. Third, there appears to 
be a tendency for changes in the trend 
of pure bred dairy cattle prices to lag 
behind changes in the trend of net 
farm income. For example, upturns in 
net farm income in 1916 and 1941 pre- 
ceded upturns in pure bred dairy 
cattle prices by one year, m 1933 by 
two years, and in 1922 by four years. 
The sharp down turn in 1920 and the 
modest decline in 1938 each preceded 
a cotresponding change in pure bred 
dairy cattle prices by one year, but 
both declined together although not 
at the same rate in 1930. 

Prices of pure bred beef cattle and 
prices of beef steers at Chicago be- 
haved quite similarly from 1923-38, 
but varied considerably prior to, dur- 
ing, and immediately following World 
War I. and thus far in World War II. 
(Figure 5). The divergence was es- 
pecially marked from 1916-20, and in 
1943. Pure bred beef cattle prices ap- 
pear to be more closely tied to slaughter

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cattle prices during normal and low 
price periods than are pure bred dairy 
cattle prices tied to butter prices or to 
prices received by farmers for milk 
cows, but they are less closely associ- 
ated during high price periods. 

Pure bred beef cattle prices were 
fairly closely associated with net farm 
income (Figure 6) from 1923-38, al- 
though the relationship was not quite 
as close during part of this period as 
that of prices of pure bred beef cattle 
and of beef steers at Chicago (Figure 
5). But the relationships were quite 
different during World War I. and thus 


far in World War II. During World 
War I., even though purebred beef 
cattle prices rose much higher than 
net farm income, the divergence was 
much less than between pure bred 
beef cattle prices and prices of beef 
steers. In 1942 and 1943, net farm 
income was much higher and prices of 
beef steers much lower than pure bred 
beef cattle prices. 

The upturn in net farm income pte- 
ceded the upturn in pure bred beef 
cattle prices by three years in 1922, and 
by one year in 1933, while both moved 
up together in 1916 and in 1941. The 
decline in net farm income in 1920 
preceded the decline in prices-of pure 
bred beef cattle by one year, but in 
1930 both declined together. 

It is. apparent that net farm income 
exerts strong pressure on pure bred 
beef and dairy cattle prices, pulling 
pure bred cattle prices upward as net 
farm income rises, and forcing pure 
bred cattle prices downward as net 
farm income declines. This suggests 
that buyers and sellers of pure bred 
cattle should give close attention to 
changes in the net income of farm 
operators. 

In appraising the probable trend of 
prices of pure bred beef and dairy 
cattle during the next few months or 
years, it is necessary to balance the 
combined effect of factors which tend 
to check the boom against the effect 
of those which contribute to it. Among 
those which tend to limit the boom are 
(1) price ceilings on dairy products, 
slaughter cattle, and beef; (2) price 
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ceilings on other agricultural products 
(except feed) and on nonagricultural 
products; (3) income tax payments; 
(4) purchase of government bonds by 
individuals; (5) prospects of some- 
what reduced feed supplies, and (6) 
farm labor shortage. Factors which 
tend to contribute to the boom include 
(1) high net. farm income; (2) the 
absence of direct restrictions on either 
the transfer or price of pure bred live 
stock, and (3) the purchase of breed- 
ing stock by individuals with large 
nonfarm incomes. 

It is too early to conclude that exist- 
ing price ceilings can or will be main- 
tained in the months that lie ahead. 
Prices, including various subsidies, 
were higher in 1943 than in 1942 in the 
case of 92-score butter at wholesale at

New York, slaughter steers at Chicago, 
milk cows and beef cattle at the farm, 
and all commodities combined at the 
wholesale level. 

Income taxes have been raised 
sharply during recent years, and prob- 
ably have approached a peak at least 
for the present. Country bank deposits 
and farm mortgage debt payments indi- 
cate clearly that the amounts drawn 
off in the form of taxes and in the pur-

chase of government bonds have not 
been sufficient to mop up the available 
farm income. Prospects of reduced 
feed supplies due to shrinking carry- 
overs may have some effect on the 
competition for pure bred animals, 
but this is not likely to be a major 
factor so long as crop yields remain at 
a fairly high level. Actual and pros- 
pective farm labor shortages also will 
tend to dampen somewhat the demand 
for pure bred cattle. But this will have 
less effect on the demand for pute 
bred beef cattle than for pure bred 
dairy cattle, because beef cattle require 
relatively less labor.

Foutowine somewhat in the foot- 
steps of her dam, Rock Creek Parisian 
has made another class leading record 
of 13191.0 lbs. of milk and 662.8 lbs. 
of fat in class CCC. She is owned and 
was bred by L. J. Drake, Rock Creek 
Farm, Plano, Ill. It has only been a 
year ago that she replaced her stable 
mate, Rock Creek Fanciful, by making 
fitst place in EEE, when she produced 
15151.7 Ibs. of milk and 759.3 lbs. of 
fat. In class G “Parisian” made 
15370.3 Ibs. of milk and 765.3 lbs. of 
fat. She started on test May 1, 1942, 
and finished in March with her World’s 
record in EEE. Then beginning on 
May 11, 1943, she started her CCC 
record. Her lot has not been an easy 
one, for as a two-year-old she had foot- 
rot and was badly hooked. However, 
at two years of age she won second 
prize at the Northern Illinois Parish 
Show in 1941 and fourth prize in a 
class of 20 at the Illinois State Fair. 
Trouble followed her after calving 
at the completion of her World’s 
record and she started off poorly in 
her next lactation period so they de- 
cided not to place her on test. How- 
ever, before long she had straightened 
out and was milking over 50 lbs. a 
day. During the making of the latest 
record she was not pushed at any time 
but went along with a steady even 
pace of from 55.55 to 73.19 Ibs. of fat 
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per month and from 1004.5 in February 
to 1570.7 lbs. of milk in June. 

“Parisian” is out of a great cow, 
New Hope Gardenius’s Susan, that 
was purchased by Mr. Drake ‘in the 
fall of 1934 from Matt Domaszek. 
She was fresh before two years of age 
and again before she was three years 
of age. She made a class leader record 
of 12240.8 lbs. of milk and 597.1 Ibs. 
of fat in CCC and was state champion 
at that time. She has since made five 
records in AAA, the best one being

Borden Award Winners 


R. A. C. DAHLBERG, professor of 
dairy industry at Cornell University, 
and Dr. Paul H. Phillips, professor of 
biochemistry at the University of Wis- 
consin, received the 1944 Borden 
Awards for outstanding work in dairy 
science research. The awards of $1,000 
and a gold medal each were presented 
at the Columbus, Ohio, meeting of 
the American Dairy Science Associa- 
tion, which selected the recipients.

Ibs. of fat in G. Both these heifers have 
a long list of outstanding progeny. 
About this time we began to realize 
that we had two outstanding sires. 

In the fall of 1931, there appeared a 
short article on the front page of the 
Springfield Republican with the fol- 
lowing heading, “A dirt farmer comes 
down from the Berkshires and pays 
$14,000 for seven Guernseys,’’—but 
they did not say that he borrowed every 
cent to pay for them. I would like to 
say right here that man was very lucky 
for on the next day he sold a founda- 
tion herd of eight cows and a bull for 
$15,500. I will say also that many of 
the nice animals which we see here 
today are direct descendants of the 
animals purchased by that dirt farmer. 

The outstanding animal purchased 
was Shuttlewick Levity. She was pur- 
chased to mate with Green Meadow 
Coronation King, for a sire to head 
our herd. But it never materialized. 
She was bred to “King” and gave birth 
to a heifer, Green Meadow Levity. 
Before time to breed her again Green 
Meadow Coronation King died. Con- 
sequently, she was bred to Green 
Meadow Coronation Prince.and gave 
us another heifer, Coronation Levity, 
the cow we see here today. Both these 
Levitys made excellent records and 
have been royally received by the 
Guernsey public as you can see from 
the prices they brought. 

Green Meadow Levity has left five 
sons which are now in use in various 
herds. Coronation Levity has two 
heifers and four bulls so far. We have 
32 granddaughters in the herd. There 
are other families which have been 
used experimentally in the herd; some 
have been successful and others un- 
satisfactory. 

While all this which I have been re- 
lating to you was going on, we bought 
our present farm of 500 acres, and 
had an attack of Bang’s which took 
about 50 of our good breeding cows. 
We also lost two of the main barns, 
including a test barn, by fire. You will 
recall I said a man must have courage 
and grit. 

In the breeding of cattle, we must 
watch the health of the herd, maintain- 
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ing good surroundings and comfort 
for the animals. The better care we 
give them the better response we will 
receive. Do not start in too large a 
way at first. Start in a small way and 
grow in experience with your animals. 
You will gain a lot of information 
which will benefit you. Buy from a 
reputable breeder, tell him you want 
to buy some good animals, tell him 
you expect him to start you right.

This constant trend offers convinc- 
ing proof of the importance of nutri- 
tion education work in the post-war 
plans of the dairy industry. Such a 
program, of course, should be backed 
up by additional research on the nutri- 
tional values of dairy products in ex- 
periment stations and laboratories. It 
will gain materially from the added 
impetus from advertising and point of 
sale efforts by the American Dairy As- 
sociation as well as brand promotion 
by commercial organizations within 
the industry. 

Steady, consistent, long-time gains 
and permanent stability of demand re- 
quires as a fundamental support a 
sound, comprehensive nutrition educa- 
tion program which reaches the home 
from every angle—the teachers, the 
school, the dentist, the doctor, the 
public health official, the civic clubs 
and the women’s organizations. Such 
a program should not be thought of as 
a cure-all, but it is a potential factor 
toward the relief of the surplus prob- 
lems of the post-war era.

High net farm income has been due 
to high yields and high prices to- 
gether with the favorable relationship 
between prices of farm products and 
prices of goods and services required 
by farmers. Net farm income was 
higher in 1942 than at the peak of the 
World War I. boom, and higher in 
1943 than in 1942. Crop yields during 
1944 cannot be estimated with any 
degree of certainty at this time, but in 
any case will have little effect on net in- 
come during the first six or eight 
months of the year. The effect of 1944 
crop yields on net farm income will be 
felt during the latter part of 1944 and 
more particularly during 1945. How- 
ever, a substantial deterioration in crop 
prospects probably would affect the 
demand for pure bred live stock rather 
promptly. 

Direct restrictions on the transfer of 
pure bred live stock are not in pros- 
pect. Nor does it appear likely at this 
time that price ceiling will be placed 
on breeding animals. Rather, it ap-

forms of farm capital. By and large, 
such investments have been made pri- 
marily to satisfy a longing for the land 
and for good live stock rather than for 
pecuniary gain. Under existing federal 
income tax laws and regulations, those 
with large incomes are encouraged to 
make such investments. Prices paid 
for any of these items are of relatively 
much less concern to those with large 
than those with small incomes be- 
cause they are able to recover a higher 
proportion of major capital losses and 
depreciation through income tax de- 
ductions. They are also encouraged to 
make more or less wasteful operating 
expenditures because of the relatively 
small equities they have in their tax- 
able incomes. This serves to explain, 
in part at least, the increased interest 
in pure bred live stock by outside in- 
vestors during the past few years.

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Unique Bull Ring 


A UNIQUE bull ring has been develop- 
ed in Lexington, N. C. L. G. Davis, 
Linwood, and George S. Coble and 
W. F. Brown, Lexington, are financing 
a system that they originated among 
themselves. It is customary to form 
a bull ring or artificial breeding unit, 
but in their case it is worked on a 
different basis. They have six bulls 
that they own. They agree to pay 
monthly $20 for each female and $15 
for each male calf dropped on their 
farms after February 15, 1945. This 
will be carried on until all the original 
amount paid for the bulls is raised. 
The amount of money received by the 
treasurer is to be equally divided 
among the parties concerned. 

Each party also agrees to use only 
company owned bulls until the pur- 
chase price is paid, except that each 
member may breed any cow to an 
outside bull provided he pays in to 
the treasurer the above stipulated 
amount for each calf dropped. The 
six bulls are to be kept at one of the 
farms, and used artificially. °* 

The bulls that they are using include 
Quail Roost Edward’s Maxim, a son 
of Quail Roost Edward and out of 
Quail Roost Maxim’s Christine. Two 
sons of Quail Roost King Brilliant, 
one out of Gippy Princess Dorinda 
with 776.21 in class A in 347 days, 
and the other out of Maxim’s Peggy 
of Grassy Grove with 531.0 lbs. of 
fat in G (held for approval). The 
fourth bull is Quail Roost Lucky 
Ferdy, a son of Quail Roost Lucky 
Strike and out of Quail Roost Country 
Flower with 717.4 lbs. of fat in class 
G. The fifth bull is Clear Springs’ 
Maxim Valor, a son of Clear Springs’ 
Advancer and out of Quail Roost 
Valor’s Crystal with 507.6 lbs. of fat 
in DD. The sixth bull is Gippy Alert 
Caroler, a son of Gippy Maxim Alert 
and out of Besse’s Gippy Carolyn with 
a class G record of 563.9 Ibs. of fat.
